REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art 
was found which teaches or suggests SEQ ID NO: 1 13, at least a ten amino acid 
portion of SEQ ID NO: 113 that is capable of stimulating a human cytotoxic T 
lymphocyte response, or a polypeptide comprising a sequence having at least 90% 
identity to SEQ ID NO: 113 and wherein the polypeptide contains an amino acid 
sequence capable of stimulating a human cytotoxic T lymphocyte response. The closest 
prior art, which has already been made of record, is that of Covacci et al. Covacci 
teaches an immunogenic composition comprising an immunostimulant and a 
polypeptide. Covacci does not, however, teach SEQ ID NO: 1 13, a sequence having 
90% identity to SEQ ID NO: 1 13, or a ten amino acid portion of SEQ ID NO: 113.
